hearers, recognized Him, and pointed 
Him out as "the Lamb of God which 
taketh away the sin of tho world;" and 
tis the one who should baptize with the 
Holy Ghost. Then he declares how 
this was made known to him. John 
saw In Jesus the fulfillment of Isaiah's 
prophecy, In his fifty-third chapter, of 
one w;ho should be led as n lamb to tho 
slaughter; the ono prefigured by the 
paasover lumb, and the himb of the 
daily sacrifice. Ho "takoth away tho 
sin of tho world."

His first payment of annual premium 
would have been 8.1,000 and upwards 
The policy had been issued and was 
ready for delivery to him, but he ha< 
uot received it or paid the tirst pre 
minrii, hence the insurance never took 
elToct. He had no other insurance on 
his life.

us rapidly as he could fire, the lost en- 
tering his hea'd.

him.
